risks aré run in ignorance; but 
there is no. reagop because a 
digastrous fire or’ explosion: has 
not overtaken us, that nothing 
should be done. We.suggest that 
posters—similar to those issued 
by the Traffic Police explaining the 
most, common traffic dangers— 
with instructions in colloquial 
Chinese, should be issued so that 
even a “wash-up coolie”’ will@ave 
no cause to endanger his life and 
the safety of others who may be 
unfortunate enough, to be | in his, 
vicinity.
